
Community 
hub moves a 
step forward 


A DISUSED middle school site 
could finally be on its way to be¬ 
coming a community hub after 
progress stalled for months. 

Sports and community groups 
packed out a meeting in Newmar¬ 
ket in December to discuss plans 
for the Scaltback Middle School 
site, in Elizabeth Way, which has sat 
vacant since the abolition of mid¬ 
dle schools in Suffolk in 2012. 

A county council survey found 
the majority of people wanted the 
site for community use and to en¬ 
able current users such as New¬ 
market Rugby Club and Newmar¬ 
ket Joggers to continue to utilise 
the site. 

Progress was put on hold when 
the Newmarket Free School, pro¬ 
ject, which was unveiled in April, 
expressed an interest in Scaltback 
and the former St Felix Middle 
School site, in Fordham Road. 

But when the bid was dropped in 
September, Anglia Community Lei- 
sure (ACE), which manages leisure

centres in Newmarket, Mildenhall 
and Brandon, came forward. 

Warren Smyth, chief executive of 
ACE, said: “There was a free school 
bid which put eveything on hold 
for a long time. 

“Our role at the moment is basi¬ 
cally to look at the feasibility of cre¬ 
ating a community sports hub at 
the site. We attended the meeting 
to hear people’s views and we are 
talking to lots of stakeholders.”

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present it to the county council by 
the end of January. 

Mr Smyth added: “This is bril¬ 
liant in terms of finding out what 
the opportunities there might be 
for the site and we look forward to 
seeing what that might be in the 
New Year.” 

The proposal is still in its early 
stages but Cllr Lisa Chambers, who 
represents Newmarket and Red 
Lodge for Suffolk County Council, 
said she was excited by the pro¬ 
gress. 

She said: “It was really disap¬ 
pointing for me when the project 
was put on hold because I was re¬ 
ally excited about the enthusiasm 
local clubs had shown about set¬ 
ting up a community sports hub. 

“We can’t afford to have it sitting 
there in the condition it is in. We 
need to get together and find the 
right solution for it.”

AN APPEAL has 
been launched fol¬ 
lowing a four-vehi¬ 
cle collision outside 
Newmarket where a 
car failed to stop.

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Man charged with murder 
after stabbing in Mildenhall 


A MAN has been charged with 
murder following a stabbing 
which shattered the peace of a 
quiet cul-de-sac just days before 
Christmas. 

Andrew Turner, 49, of Pembroke 
Close in Mildenhall, appeared at 
West Suffolk Magistrates Court 
on December 23 charged with the 
murder of 40-year-old Paul Bone 
in the early hours of December 20. 

Paramedics attended but Mr 
Bone was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

A police spokesman said a post 
mortem had been carried out, 
which confirmed he had died 
from a stab wound. 

The case was sent to Ipswich 
Crown Court on December 23 for 
a preliminary hearing. 

Turner made no application for 
bail and was remanded in custody 
until March 13 when he will ap¬ 
pear at the same court for a plea 
and case management hearing. 

A 45-year-old woman from 
Mildenhall was also arrested on 
suspicion of murder but has been 
released on police bail. 

She will return to the Bury St 
Edmunds Police Investigation 
Centre on March 18, 2014. 

Police cordons were in place in 
Pembroke Close for most of the 
day and officers also taped off Mr 
Bone’s home in Trinity Avenue in 
the town, where a glass panel in 
the front door was boarded up. 

The quiet community was 
rocked by the news and came to¬ 
gether to express their shock and 
sadness 

Neighbour Stacey Hawes, 26, 
said: “It is really scary to hear 
about, as I live just across the 
street.”

The mum-of-one said: “I have 
never heard of any problems 
around here and I have lived here 
for about two years. 

“It’s a really scary, particularly 
when you have kids and at this 
time of year. 

“His family and friends must be 
devastated.” 

Resident Chloe Cotterell, 23, 
said she had been bombarded 
with calls from concerned friends 
and relatives since the news 
broke. 

She said: “I was shocked when 
I heard - I mean it is little Pem¬ 
broke Close. 

“Everyone knows everyone 
here, so you don’t expect this. I 
don’t know the man though.” 

Another neighbour, who wished 
to remain anonymous, said: “I 
was so surprised to hear of any¬ 
thing like this happening here. 

“I have lived here 25 years and 
you just don’t get this sort of 
thing.” 

And retired resident David 
Coombs, 73, added: “We are all so 
surprised and saddened by this. 

“I don’t know the man myself 
but it is sad.” 

A spokesperson for the East of 
England Ambulance service said: 
“We were called at 12.42am to an 
address in Mildenhall and sent an 
ambulance, rapid response car, 
and an ambulance officer to the 
scene. Sadly, despite the best ef¬ 
forts of all involved, a man was 
declared dead at the scene.”

I 0 minutes from Newmarket 
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Success story: 

Six months on from the launch of our Let's 
Read campaign, Lizzy Buchan pops in to some 
of the primary schools to get the story so far... 



WHAT a difference six months can 
make! 

Since the launch of the Newmar¬ 
ket News ‘Let’s Read’ campaign in 
July, run in partnership with the 
Newmarket Festival, volunteers 
have flooded in to offer time to help 
children with their reading. 

Six primary schools and Newmar¬ 
ket College have got on board with 
our campaign to improve reading 
standards by pairing adult read¬ 
ers with children for a few hours a 
week. We hope to help encourage 
the young people of Newmarket and 
support our schools. 

The response was astonishing 
with more than 75 people signing up 
and volunteers are already in place 
in many schools. 

David Perkins, headteacher of Lau¬ 
reate Primary School, said: “We’ve 
got three volunteers up and running 
now, in Years 1, 2 and 6 - they’re each 
coming in for either half a morning 
or a whole morning. 

“I’m already being pestered by 
other teachers to know when they’re 
getting someone. 

“It’s a bit early to see the impact, 
but we’ve targeted them at those pu¬ 
pils who are eligible for Pupil Premi¬ 
um funding, those with English as an 
additional language, and those with 
special educational needs, so it can 
only help.” 

Jane Segust, senior teacher and lit¬ 
eracy co-ordinator at Exning Prima¬ 
ry School, said: “We have five volun¬ 
teers working in school on a weekly 
basis. 

“They have all had a high qual¬ 
ity training session with our reading 
intervention teacher and have been 
shown how to give children positive 
feedback and encouragement. 

“The volunteers are generally do¬ 
ing one session a week and have 
been assigned reading partners to 
work with so they can see the pro¬ 
gress with the child’s reading and see 


how they are making a difference.” 

Over at All Saints Primary School, 
the volunteers are settling into 
school life. 

Headteacher Jane Eccleston said: 
“It is all going brilliantly 

“We have 11 volunteers who are 
coming in weekly across all the class¬ 
es in school. 

“They attended a training session 
that we organised before they started 
and they seem to be enjoying it and 
gaining confidence. 

“The children like reading with 
them, so for us it is very successful.” 

Moulton Primary School head 
Naomi Snowdon said: “We have got a 
couple of people started already and 
a few planned for the new year. 

“It is going very well so far. The vol¬ 
unteers are coming in mostly for a 
morning or an afternoon. 

“So far I have assigned them to a 
different group each so they can get 
to know the children as we think this 
will work best.” 

And Gerry Sexton, head of Pad- 
docks Primary School, told the News: 
“We have got two really nice volun¬ 
teers who have been coming in for 
about a month. 

“It is going really well and the pu¬ 
pils are really enjoying it.” 

Processing the correct checks has 
meant some schools are not quite up 


and running yet but all were hopeful 
they can start in the new year. 

Over at Newmarket College, the 
volunteers are raring to go. 

Mary Osborne, SENCO coordina¬ 
tor at the College, said: “The volun¬ 
teers are fab, they are all absolutely 
wonderful. They are really enthusi¬ 
astic about the project. 

“We are looking at mostly one-on- 
one reading with children in year’s 
seven to nine and a few of the older 
years.” 

And at Houldsworth Valley Pri¬ 
mary School, headteacher Sharon 
FitzGerald said the checks have all 
be completed and the school is keen 
to get the scheme up and running in 
the new year. 

Robin Millar, a member of the 
Newmarket Festival committee, said 
he was delighted with the work going 
on in the schools. 

And Wendy Davey, editor of the 
Newmarket News said: “It is abso¬ 
lutely wonderful to know that this 
initiative is proving to be successful. 

“We had no real idea what the 
uptake would be when we first 
launched the campaign back in July 
and we were blown away by the re¬ 
sponse. 

“It is heartwarming to see this 
scheme making a real difference to 
children in our town.”

KEEN volunteers David Grimster, Pat Eyres 
and Alice Bentick have al been reading at All 
Saints Primary School for two hours a week 
for about four weeks. 

David is visiting the school twice a week to 
read with pupils in years 5 and 6. 

He said: “I took early retirement and I have 
worked with children for about 30 years as a 
scout leader. 

“Having retired and having much more 
time, I thought this scheme fitted in well with 
the skills I have. 

“I have found the children are fantastically 
enthusiastic. One girl even got hiccups be¬ 
cause she was trying so hard to show me how 
much she could read.” 

David added: “I do it to give something 
back to the community. 

“The government has been pushing more 
and more to make schools part of the com¬ 
munity and not just schools on their own. 

“This is a way we can encourage that.” 

Pat is volunteering once a week with recep¬ 
tion pupils. 

She said: “My grandchildren are all teen¬ 
agers and so when I saw the Let’s Read cam¬ 
paign I thought it was a good opportunity to 
get back into helping with reading. 

“My class are just beginning to look at 
books so it is more about having a nice chat 
with them and looking at the stories.” 

She said: “Making it fun is really important. 

“You need them to talk to you and make it 
a social thing so they don’t think of it as just

reading but as something enjoyable too.”

They're all 
finding the 
time to make 
a difference 

HOURS of one-on-one reading could 
really start to make a difference to 
children in Newmarket. 

■ Exning Primary School - Five 
volunteers are reading for between 
one and three hours each per week. 

■ All Saints Primary School - 
Eight volunteers are going into the 
school to read for between one and 
two hours each. 

Some volunteers are even going 
more than once a week. 

■ Laureate Primary School - Three 
volunteers are reading with pupils 
already and there are three more vol¬ 
unteers on the way. 

■ Paddocks Primary School - Two 
volunteers are reading with pupils 
each week for up to two hours. 

■ Moulton Primary School - Vol¬ 
unteers are spending an afternoon 
or a morning at the school each 
week and they are hoping for more 
in 2014. 

■ Newmarket College - Eight vol¬ 
unteers are in place to start reading 
for around two hours a week each in 
the new year. 

■ Houldsworth Valley Primary 
School - Work is still under way to 
process the paperwork for all the 
volunteers but headteacher Sharon 
FitzGerald said she is optimistic it 
could start at the beginning of term.

KAREN Moore has been 
volunteering with five to 
six-year-olds one morning 
a week at Laureate Primary 
School for the last month. 

She said: “I really enjoy 
helping children to read 
and I think they are benefit¬ 
ing from it.

“Or sometimes young 
children are so tired by the 
end of the school day they 
don’t want to read.

“I have three children who 
love to read because I start¬ 
ed reading to them when 
they were really young.”

dignity might we perhaps see the 
return of the white Christmas lights 
this year rather than the garish 
decorations of the past few years? 

In much that same period there 
has been some consternation 
regarding the prospect of housing 
development in Newmarket, 
notably Hatchfield Farm, and fears 
of its effect on the racing industry. 
Simple fact is that Forest Heath 
requires extra housing and 
Newmarket is required to take its 
fair share. 

I would reiterate that the Appeal on 
Lord Derby's original Application 
for 1,200 houses concluded that 
there would be NO adverse effects 


on racing interests. Traffic might 
increase but this would merely bring 
longer queues at horse crossings. 

My fear would be that if FHDC 
reject the current application for 
400 houses the costs of an appeal 
could fall on Council Tax payers. 

The area available for exercising 
horses far exceeds that for humans 
but, I understand, even the large 
acreage of JCE land on Bury side is 
at or near capacity, although there is 
spare capacity on the racecourses' 
side. 

Fact is that there is a shortage of 
housing, especially affordable 
housing, not least for racing staff - 
current, future and retired. Of the 


400 houses proposed for Hatchfield 
120 are affordable homes on rent 
to buy schemes and no doubt other 
developments will have similar 
provision. 

Newmarket must have a finite 
capacity for both horses and 
humans but racing alone does not 
and cannot sustain the town. 

Let us hope that 2014 might bring 
greater harmony and co-operation 
with parties working together for the 
benefit of the whole town and give 
us all a Happy New Year!

“Have you got any chocolate?” 

A tipsy girl stares at me accus¬ 
ingly as she totters in her vertig- 
inious heels. 

When I agreed to come out 
with the Town Pastors on the 
mean streets of Newmarket, I 
half expected I would be break¬ 
ing up fights like an avenging 
angel, rather than handing out 
Freddo bars. 

But nothing about my Saturday 
night patrolling the town centre 
adhered to my preconceptions - 
apart from maybe the bitter cold. 

The Newmarket Town Pastors 
are a hardy bunch who spend 
their Saturday nights offering 
support to vulnerable people as 
thousands of revellers descend 
on the centre of town. 

The county-wide initiative, 
which has attracted much praise 
for reducing the burden on the 
emergency services, was intro¬ 
duced in 2006 and there are now 
around 65 people in the New¬ 
market group. 

On each active night a mini¬ 
mum of 12 people are involved, 
with two mixed pairs of town 
pastors patrolling the streets 
while six people pray for them at 
home in one-hour shifts. 

Co-ordinated by Newmarket 
Churches Together, there is also 


a team at their base who log in¬ 
cidents through the night and 
make refreshments. 

I arrive at All Saints church at 
9.15pm on a cold Saturday even¬ 
ing just before Christmas where 
the team are gearing up for the 
night. 

Stuffing their bags full of Fred- 
dos, space blankets and bottled 
water, there are cackles of delight 
as the team discover they have 
been given bags of gummy bears 
by Suffolk Police, who drop by for 
a quick briefing. 

Team leader Tony Hodge tells 
me: “It can be anything from 
helping people who have lost 
their friends or low-grade medi¬ 
cal issues like someone throwing 
up. 

“Often it is people who are re¬ 
ally angry because they have had 
a bit too much to drink and have 
just been thrown out of a club. 

“We want to calm that situa¬ 
tion down by talking to them and 
allowing them to vent. Otherwise 
these things can really escalate.” 

He adds: “Sometimes it can 
be something as little as giving 
someone a chocolate bar which 
can diffuse things.” 

Once suited up in high vis jack¬ 
ets - and some festive tinsel and 
lights - we set off into the cold 


night. 

The town pastors work in pairs 
from 10pm to 4am, so I set out 
with Tony and his wife fan who 
have been patrolling the streets 
for nearly five years. 

On our walk we stop to talk 
to police officers, bar owners, 
homeless people and door staff, 
who are all team players in this 
strange twilight pageant. 

Donna Woollard, one of the 
owners of Unique bar, in Sun 
Lane, chats to the pastors for a 
while. 

She tells me: “I think they do 
a fantastic job. These guys are 
always out on the streets even 
when it is really cold and so few 
people know what they do.” 

Partygoers crack jokes with us 
and show off their festive attire 
whilst trying to get their hands 
on some of those chocolate bars. 

Tony and fan spend some time 
with a man who is trying to get 
home but is too drunk to remem¬ 
ber the way to the taxi rank. 

He tries to sell me a horse - this 
is Newmarket after all - before 
we can put him into a cab. 

Another man nearly falls into 
the path of an oncoming car be¬ 
fore being scooped up by fan and 
Tony, who neatly usher him to¬ 
wards the taxi rank. 


At midnight we head back to 
base for a well-earned cup of tea 
and I spend an hour with Andy 
Taylor as he co-ordinates the op¬ 
eration between those praying 
at home and the pastors on the 
streets. 

Over some deliciously warm¬ 
ing toast, the former jockey tells 
me: “I used to be one of the peo¬ 
ple out there in the town, getting 
so drunk every night. 

“I can only say I was lost as I 
was unhappy in my life and un¬ 
happy in my job.” 

Andy became a Christian five 
years ago and has now given up 
drinking for good. 

He tells me: “Now I am a carer, 
I just love helping people. I just 
felt this was a way to give some¬ 
thing back to the community.” 

As I head home, I think of the 
team patrolling the streets until 
4am and I am astounded by their 
determination to continue as the 
night gets darker and the revel¬ 
lers more drunk and intimidat¬ 
ing. 

Earlier in the night I asked 
Tony why he bothers. 

Smiling he said: “I do it be¬ 
cause I think God wants me to to 
do it. 

“I do it because it is the right 
thing to do.”

Applicants must go for an interview and if you are suc¬ 
cessful you will attend a series of training sessions.You 
must be able to give up at least one evening a month and 
be capable of walking a few miles in a night.

Man not guilty of rape at town hotel 


AjURYhas cleared a 20-year- 
old man of raping a woman 
as she slept in a town hotel. 

Luke Chaplin was accused 
of raping the woman, who 
cannot be named for legal 
reasons, after meeting her at 
a Newmarket pub. 


But a jury at Ipswich 
Crown Court found Chaplin, 
of Perch Meadow, Aylesbury, 
not guilty on December 23.

January 

■ A couple who married in 
secret when the bride was just 
18-years-old, celebrated 75 years 
of wedded bliss. Kath and Ron 
Spathaky, of Burwell, tied the 
knot on December 21, 1937, after 
meeting in Brighton. Ron, 98, who 
is still teaching French, said the 
secret to a long and happy married 
life was: “Marry young”. 

■ School children were given 
the chance to design a series of 
horse heads to flank lampposts up 
the High Street, after an anony¬ 
mous benefactor donated thou¬ 
sands of pounds to the project. 

Cllr Joy Uney, who spearheaded 
the project, said she was delighted 
to have secured £3,000 of funding 
needed to cover ten of the heads 
for the town’s schools, after dona¬ 
tions of £600 from Suffolk County 
Council and £2,400 from a mystery 
benefactor. 

■ Champion jockey Frankie Det¬ 
tori, who lives near Newmarket, 
appeared on Celebrity Big Brother 
on Channel 5 while serving a six 
month ban from the French racing 
authorities for testing positive for 
an unknown substance. 

■ A headteacher described 
the theft of 15 laptops from her 
school as “an absolute nightmare”. 
Thieves raided Moulton School 
overnight on January 14, taking 
with them 15 computers the school 
had justed received. Headmistress 
Naomi Snowdon told the News : 
“We are devastated. It is an abso¬ 
lute nightmare.” The thefts were 
among a spate of computer thefts 
in schools across Suffolk. 

February 

■ Inquiries began into a devas¬ 
tating house fire in Gazeley Road, 
Kentford, which claimed the life 
of resident A nn Guinle. A man in 
his 60s, thought to be her husband 
Hilton, known as Tony, was taken 
to hospital suffering from smoke 
inhalation. Workers from the office 
opposite the blaze tried to help 
firefighters who battled the blaze 
for more than an hour. 

■ More than 100 people packed 
the Memorial Hall to attend the 
first public drop-in session of the 
Prince’s Foundation for Building 
Communities. Suffolk County 
Council, Newmarket Town Council 
and Forest Heath District Council 
invited the organisation to compile 
a report which would help inform 
future planning and policy deci¬ 
sions. 

■ An app which helps allergy 
sufferers eat safely was approved 
by the NHS. FoodWiz, based in 
Snailwell, had their Allergy App 
selected for the NHS Health Apps 
library. The clever app allows al¬ 
lergy sufferers to scan barcodes to 
find out whether they can eat the 
product or not. 

■ Plans to merge Swaffham 
Bulbeck and Burwell fire stations 
were met with a ferocious back¬ 
lash from retained firefighters. 
Cambridegshire Fire and Rescue 
Service voted to shut the station 
in Swaffham Bulbeck and merge 
the two crews at a new purpose 
built fire station in Burwell. Brian 
Chaikin, who worked as a retained 
firefighter at Swaffham Bulbeck 
for 21 years said the plans were 
“disgusting”.

March 

■ Racing fans waited with bated 
breath as it was announced the 
legendary racehorse Frankel had 
had his first mare tested in foal. 
Juddmonte Farms, which owns 
Banstead Manor Stud, in Cheveley, 
announced the mare Chrysanthe¬ 
mum had tested in foal to Frankel. 

■ A brave woman saw off a 
burglar in a dramatic field chase 


with help from a stable lad on 
horseback. The victim discovered 
Genadijus Simanelis ransacking 
her house in Wilbraham Road, Six 
Mile Bottom, where he stole bread, 
sausage rolls and a bottle of wine. 
She gave chase and tailed him for 
a mile and half with help from 
neighbours and a stable lad from 
Bottisham Heath Stud before he 
was caught by police. 

■ Crowds watched in awe as the 



Grade II listed Burwell Mill lost its 
roof. A 65-tonne crane removed 
the mill cap for renovation at 
ground level as part of a £420,000 
restoration project.

■ Lucky pup Reggie was given 
the all clear by vets at the Animal 
Health Trust, in Kentford, after 
swallowing a kebab stick. The 
15-month old springer spaniel 
nearly died when the wooden stick 
perforated his liver and diaphragm 
but vets were able to save him. His 
owners said they could not thank 
the AHT enough for saving their 
pet. 

April 

■ Newmarket College was 
placed into special measures by 
Ofsted inspectors after it was 
found to be inadequate in three out 
of four categories. Principal Dr Bob 
Cadwalladr said he was disap¬ 
pointed with the report and vowed 
to come out fighting. 

■ Tributes were paid to “a great 
man” after Newmarket trainer Mick 
Quinlan was found dead at his 
home in High Street. The Irish- 
born trainer worked closely with 
his brother Noel Quinlan, who is 

a trainer at Grange House Stables, 
and saddled winners at Royal As¬ 
cot and Cheltenham before giving 
up training in 2011. 

■ Allegations of doping at 
Godolphin rocked the racing 
world to its foundations. Trainer 
Mahmood Al Zarooni received an 
eight year ban after 11 horses in 
his care tested positive for anabolic 
steroids. 


■ Plans for a cinema in the town 
were submitted as part of Sains- 
bury’s supermarket application. 
There has not been a dedicated 
cinema in Newmarket since the 
1970s but Sainsbury’s and the 
George Lambton Trust offered a 
five-screen Odeon if planning per¬ 
mission was granted for a Sains¬ 
bury’s on the George Lambton 
Playing Fields. 

May 

■ UKIP won three seats in West 
Suffolk, including Exning and 
Newmarket, in a surprise county 
council election victory. Newmar¬ 
ket Town Cllr David Hudson beat 
the incumbent Cllr Bill Sadler by 
30.39 per cent to 25 per cent. Con¬ 
servatives held sway in Mildenhall 
and Row Heath while Newmarket 
and Red Lodge representative Cllr 
Lisa Chambers retained her seat for 
a third term. 

■ Mum-of-seven Lesley Rich¬ 
ardson lost 16 stone by joining 
Slimming World and said she 
has become the mum she always 
wanted to be. The 40-year-old, 
who lives in Mildenhall, dropped 
from a size 32 to a size 12 since 
joining the group in 2011. 

■ Planning permission was 
granted for a Morrisons super¬ 
market, in Exning Road, and 
an extended Tesco, in Fordham 
Road, as a dramatic climax to the 
two-year saga. Applications for a 
Sainsbury’s on the George Lamb¬ 
ton Playing Fields and an Asda in 
High Street were turned down by 
Forest Heath District Council. 

■ Outraged residents attended 
a public meeting to express their 
fury over Newmarket Town Coun- 
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cil’s decision to fund a private 
neck operation for the town clerk. 
Councillors voted behind closed 
doors to pay £7,000 for specialist 
surgery for Isabelle Barrett who 
was suffering from a crippling 
neck condition. Cllr Warwick Hirst 
said the decision was made to save 
the council money rather than pay 
long term sick pay and also as a 
duty of care to Mrs Barrett. 

June 

■ The town mourned as cel¬ 
ebrated trainer Sir Henry Cecil lost 
his battle with stomach cancer just 
days before Royal Ascot where he 
had a record 75 successes. Tributes 
poured in to a man described as 
“the greatest trainer of all time” 
and “the much-loved gentleman of 
our sport”. Silences were held at 
racecourses all over the country in 
his honour. 

■ The Guineas shopping centre 
announced it was fully let for the 
first time in more than 11 years. 
The centre welcomed 12 new 
stores since 2012, including bistro 
Rhubarb, American Kandy, a new 
Poundland store and lothing re¬ 
tailer Roman Originals. 

■ A £1 million lottery endow¬ 
ment was given to the National 
Heritage Centre for Horesracing 
and Sporting Art. The challenge 
funding from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund meant every penny raised by 
the project would be matched up 
to £1 million. The project would 
see the National Horseracing 
Museum move from its present site 
in the High Street to the five-acre 
Palace House site, where it will be 
joined by a new gallery for the Brit¬ 
ish Sporting Art Trust and a centre 
for the Retraining of Rcaehorses 
Charity. 

■ A horse owner spoke of her 
horror after her horse’s tail was 
hacked off twice in one month. 
Deborah Lilly, of Red Lodge, was 
appalled when her four-year-old 
throughbred/cob Evie was targeted 
for a second time by intruders. The 
horse was not harmed but the in¬ 
cident led to speculation about the 
reasons were behind the attacks. 

July 

■ Another plan for Hatchfield 
Farm was revealed to be in the 
pipeline more than a year after 
proposals for 1,200 homes at the 
site were thrown out. Letters were 
sent to 4,500 addresses in New¬ 
market suggesting four different 
options for the land north-east of 
Fordham Road of between 400 and 
600 homes. 

■ Racegoers were winners in the 
style stakes as thousands donner 
their finery for Ladies Day at New¬ 
market Racecourses. 

The town buzzed with activity 
as ladies, decked out in dresses to 
die for and skyscraper heels, made 
their way to the July Course for the 
Piper-Hiedsieck July Festival. 

■ The News launched it’s Let’s 
Read! campaign in conjunction 
with the Newmarket Festival 
and schools in the town to help 
improve literacy levels in Newmar¬ 
ket. The campaign aimed to recruit 
adult volunteers to read with 
children in schools to help encour¬ 
age them to read for pleasure. More 
than 70 people signed up to help 
us with the project. 

■ Celebrations rang out across 
the country as the Duchess of 
Cambridge gave birth to a baby 
boy. Prince George was born at 
4.24pm at St Mary’s Hospital, in 
Paddington.

August 

■ Villagers came out in support 
of a campaign to give a “wonder¬ 
ful” deaf boy a chance to hear. 
Two-year-old Danny Pickard, of 
Burwell, was born with CHARGE 
syndrome which left him pro¬ 
foundly deaf. His only chance of 
hearing is an auditory brain stem 
implant operation which costs 
£68,000. Fundraising events of all 
kinds took place to raise money for 
the Help Me Hear appeal. 

■ Three guests were arrested 
when a fight broke out at a wed¬ 
ding at Newmarket Racecourses 
and one man was taken to hospital. 
Revellers turned on police when 
they were called to a disturbance 
at the Rowley Mile racecourse on 
Saturday 10. Chief Con Douglas 
Paxton, of Suffolk Constabulary, 
said it was “regrettable” a nice 
event had got out of hand. 

■ Years helping cows give birth 
came in handy for a farmer who 
helped deliver his wife’s baby in 
the back of a 4x4 in a Newmarket 
car park. Johnny Fuller said he 
“simply went into action mode” 
when his wife Tamsind Dufferty- 
Fuller went into labour and pulled 
over in the Homebase car park, in 
Nimbus Way, on the way to the Ro¬ 
sie Hospital. Baby Robert Stephen 
went for a check-up with his mum 
at the Rosie and was allowed home 
later that night. 

■ Shouts of joy echoed the cor¬ 
ridors of Newmarket College as 
students achieved the best results 
in the school’s history. The strug¬ 
gling college celebrated as 45 per 
cent of pupils achieved five A* to 
C grades - including English and 
Maths - which is a 17 per cent 
improvement on last year. 

September 

■ Villagers rallied together to 
support the family of a mother who 
died in a house fire. Donations 
poured in to help the husband and 
three-year-old daughter of Miranda 
Drew, who died in a fire at her 


home in Hawthorne Way, Burwell. 
She was described as a “lovely 
lady” by friends. 

■ A family of pet rabbits were 
found hopping around the New¬ 
market gallops by a student nurse. 
Victoria Humfrey spotted the six 
rabbits hopping on the edge of 
Bury Road whilst driving to work 
and took them with her. The bun¬ 
nies were sent to RSPCA Block Fen 
for rehoming. 

■ Newmarket College made 
plans to become an academy 
under the leadership of “inspira¬ 
tional” executive principal Howard 
Lay. Mr Lay, who is head of the 
outstanding rated Samuel Ward 
Academy in Haverhill, will take on 
the dual role in April. 

■ Hundreds of people descend¬ 
ed on the town for the annual 
Newmarket Open Day. Stables 
across the town opened their doors 
to the public and visitors had a 
nose around establishments such 
as the Newmarket Equine Hospital, 
the National Horseracing Museum 
and the National Stud. The after¬ 
noon boasted an action-packed 
programme at the Rowley Mile 
racecourse with a Shetland pony 
Grand National and a hich stakes 
jockeys vs trainers football match. 

October 

■ Headteachers spoke out about 
the “persistent” and “dangerous” 
problem of dog excrement on 
school playing fields. The field 


at Newmarket College, which is 
also used by Houldsworth Valley 
Primary School, has been plagued 
by dog poo left by owners. Sharon 
FitzGerald, head of Houldsworth 
Valley Primary, said dog owners 
were not acting responsibly. 

■ Newmarket College principal 
Dr Bob Cadwalladr left unexpect¬ 
edly after five years at the helm. 
Three governors also left the 
school in the same week. 

Dr Cadwalladr was replaced by 
former deputy prinicpal Nick Froy. 

■ The Wheatsheaf pub, in Exn- 
ing, became a star of the small 
screen after its landlord Ken 
Clutterbuck appeared on Chan¬ 
nel 4 reality show Four in a Bed. 
The TV show follows four bed and 
breakfast owners who throw open 
their doors for each other and pay 
what they think the stay is worth. 
Despite not winning, prankster 
Ken had the time of his life. 

■ Tributes were paid to long 
serving councillor Malcolm Smith 
who died after a short battle with 
cancer. The former council chair¬ 
man, who lived in Mildenhall, was 
described as “a lovely man” by 
colleagues. 

■ A pet owner spoke out about 
her heartbreak at the death of her 
beloved cat who died from anti 
freeze poisoning. Jody Blyth- 
Tanner, who works at the Animal 
Health Trust, was devastated when 
she returned to her Mildenhall 
home to find her cat Marshal 
displaying signs of stiffness and 


vomiting. Vets tried to save him 
but he died the next day. 

November 

■ Newmarket was united in 
silence to honour those who had 
given their lives for their country. 

A solemn parade made its way 
down the High Street on Remem¬ 
brance Sunday, ending up at Tat¬ 
tersalls for a sombre service. 

■ Iona Barclay, from Kentford, 
thought she would never be able to 
have a family after being involved 
in a horrific car accident during 

a car rally in Croatia. However 
the brave 28-year-old has defied 
the odds and gone on to make 
a good recovery. She now has a 
baby daughter called Zarah and is 
engaged to Zahoor, a work rider for 
John Gosden. 

■ One of TV’s most recognis¬ 
able voices took part in a college 
pantomime. Newmarket Col¬ 
lege pantomime director Elliott 
Papworth persuaded Big Brother 
narrator Marcus Bentley to record 
the lines of Giant Shortstack for 
the college’s adaptation of Jack and 
the Beanstalk. Elliott, 19, said he 
was delighted Mr Bentley offered 
to take part. 

■ A long-running row over 
payment for the town clerk’s 
private neck operation came to a 
stormy conclusion. An independ¬ 
ent auditor said Newmarket Town 
Council’s decision to spend £6,900 
of specialist surgery for Isabelle 
Barrett was “not appropriate”, fol¬ 
lowing a six-month investigation 
which found the town council had 
acted outside of its powers. No 
sanctions were made againt the 
council. 


December 

■ It was revealed a survey 
would take place in 2014 into 
parking in Newmarket town cen¬ 
tre. Bosses at Forest Heath District 
Council commissioned Suffolk 
County Council to consult on park¬ 
ing problems in two areas where 
shoppers and commuters are 
thought to be parking their cars. 
Potential solutions such as resi¬ 
dents parking zones have divided 
opinion. 

■ Records were smashed during 
the December Sales at Tattersalls. 
Dancing Rain, an Oaks winning 
mare in foal to the champion 
racehorse Frankel, sold for £4.2 
million to John Ferguson - Sheikh 
Mohammed’s bloodstock advisor. 
This was the second highest price 
in history for a brood mare sold at 
a European auction. But days later 
the record was broken by Immortal 
Verse, who was bought for £4.935 
million by BBA Ireland’s Adrian 
Nicoll. 

■ Barrister Lucy Frazer was 
chosen as Conservative candidate 
for the South East Cambridgeshire 
seat. 

The Cambridge graduate 
emerged victorious against three 
other candidates at an open pri¬ 
mary held at Ely College. She will 
represent the party in the 2015 
general election following the 
retirement of the incumbent MP 
Sir Jim Paice. 

■ A teenager gave his next door 
neighbour a Christmas present to 
remember - by saving his life. Ian 
Taylor, 42, was cleaning rubbish 
at the back of his home in Soham 
when he got into difficulty. 

Luckily his next-door-neigbours 
son Harry, 19, came to his rescue 
by leaping into the river and drag¬ 
ging Ian to safety.

FRAUDSTERS posing as police officers 
have scammed people in Suffolk out of 
more than £30,000. 

Residents are being warned to re¬ 
main vigilant after five people have been 
struck by conmen and women in the 
county since August. 

Scammers ring an elderly victim, tell¬ 
ing them they are a police officer inves¬ 
tigating fraud on their bank account or 
working for the victim’s bank and pro¬ 
ceed to ask for account information. 

If the resident becomes suspicious, the 
offender tells them to call 999 to ask for 
confirmation. 

The victim then calls the police, but 
does not realise that the offender has not 
hung up so goes straight through to them 
again. In some cases a female offender 
comes on the line and verifies the so- 
called officer’s details. The caller is then 
handed back to the original offender 
who obtains the victim’s details.

a courier will be sent round to collect 
their bank card or have been asked to go 
to their bank to withdraw large amounts 
of money which is collected by a courier. 

Alan Osborne, community safety man¬ 
ager for Suffolk Police, said: “Fraudsters 
will try every way possible to scam mon¬ 
ey out of people and this appears to be 
one of the latest con tactics they are us¬ 
ing. The police or banks will never ask for 
people’s bank account details over the 
phone and should anyone receive this 
type of call they should hang up imme¬ 
diately. 

“We are working with banks, building 
societies and taxi or courier companies 
to raise awareness of this particular scam 
but we are keen to stress to those peo¬ 
ple who have elderly family members or 
neighbours to spread the word and talk 
to them about this type of crime.”

ming pool.” 

Since Mildenhall College received 
academy status earlier this year, the 
agreement between Suffolk County 
Council and FHDC has needed amend¬ 
ing as the college has come out of local 
authority control. 

Principal Susan Byles said: “We are 
very pleased to be able to step in and 
help to continue the provision of leisure 
activities at the Dome Leisure Centre 
which has been at the heart of the com¬ 
munity for a number of years.” 

The agreement will be discussed at a 
cabinet meeting on January 7 at FHDC 
offices in College Heath Road, Milden¬ 
hall.

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‘Car smash made me 
realise life was sweet’ 



Her heart set on becoming a headteacher, 
Sam Wise's dream career got derailed after a 
horrific car accident. But, two years on, she 
feels thankful for the life-altering experience. 
She talks to LOUISE CUMMINGS. 


T HERE was never any 
hesitation in Sam Wise’s 
mind that she would one 
day become a headteacher. 
Education was, she admits, 
her all-consuming passion. 
“My mum was a teaching 
assistant and a child minder, 
so I grew up in Gloucestershire 
with lots of children in the 
house. I was going to be a 
headteacher and that was 
that.” 

As soon as she could grasp a 
piece of chalk, Sam was busy 
playing ‘classrooms’, bossing 
her two sisters around. “They 
would sit down and basically 
do as they were told!” she 
laughs. 

Encouraged to follow her 
dreams by her childhood 
sweetheart Philip (now her 
husband), Sam studied hard, 
and took her first teaching 
job at a primary school in 
High Wycombe. The role was 
everything she had hoped 
for. “I loved being in the 
classroom. I loved watching 
every child develop, progress 
and move forward. Education 
quickly became my life.” 

Climbing the career ladder, 
she took on more and more 
responsibility, becoming 
head of various subjects, 
from design and technology 
to science. “I was really quite 
young to be in such positions, 
but it was great; I enjoyed the 
challenge.” 

Looking to set up his own 
business, Philip decided to 
return to Cambridge, where he 
had studied computer science. 
“Cambridge was obviously 


the place for computing, it 
being the ‘Silicon Valley’ of 
England, so we moved this 
way,” Sam tells me. 

Taking a job at a primary 
school in Littleport, the 
20-something teacher was in 
her element. “I was a literacy 
leader there, so spent most of 
my six week holiday setting up 
the school’s first ever library, 
and before long I got sent 
away on a leadership course to 
Nottingham.” 

When the deputy head 
left the school, Sam was 
first choice to take on a co¬ 
deputy headship, which she 
wholeheartedly embraced. 

“I did that for a year and 
enjoyed it,” she recalls. “But 
it was stressful and a lot of 
hard work; I’d work a long day, 
then often be marking well 
into the evening or reading 
educational documents at 
home.” 

Sam was becoming a 
workaholic; something she 
can now see, but was quite 
oblivious to at the time. “My 
job had become my whole life. 
My poor husband; it’s horrible 
to say, but it wasn’t like we 
were married because my life 
was work. I wasn’t bothered 


about having children because 
I believed in my heart of hearts 
that I had 240 or so children 
in my life every day, and they 
would be my world.” 

However, all that changed 
one dark, stormy night, just 
before Christmas 2010. Sam 
picks up the story: “I had been 
in a really stressful Ofsted 
meeting. It was late, I was 
shattered, and I was coming 
home down a bendy road from 
Littleport to Little Downham 
in my pride and joy; my new 
red MX5.1 loved that car,” 
she smiles, before turning 
more serious. “It was raining 
hard and there was mud on 
the road. I hit the mud and 
lost control of the steering, 
and that was it. I remember 
praying ‘please God, don’t 
let me die’. I felt something 
smash my head, and I don’t 
remember anything else.” 

What had happened was 
Sam’s car had left the road, 
flipped over twice and ended 
up in a field, stopping just 
inches from a tree. A motorist 
had witnessed the accident, 
and ran to her aid. 

“The next thing I knew there 
was a guy kicking the door of 
my car. I remember thinking, 
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‘why the heck is he doing 
that to my lovely car?’ I was 
a bit dazed and really had no 
idea what was going on,” she 
explains. 

Sam managed to drag 
herself out of the gnarled 
wreckage, but failing to grasp 
the gravity of the incident, 
was initially more concerned 
about retrieving her laptop 
from the car. “I was so 
concerned that someone 
might steal it, but then I 
turned round and saw my car 
and realised how bad it was. 
Then I felt quite shaken up. It 
was completely smashed up 
at the front, smashed at the 
back and the soft top was all 
squashed in; I just burst out 
crying at that point.” 

Paramedics were soon 
at the roadside. “The 
ambulance man came over 
and said ‘madam, I think we 
need to take you in and check 
you over’ and I just collapsed 
on to the road,” Sam recalls. 

She woke at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, wired up to 
machines, having spent time 
in intensive care. “I didn’t 
have a clue what was going 
on. I was just lying there 
dazed, wondering what had 
happened,” she remembers. 

Miraculously, apart 
from sustaining injuries 
from the seatbelt on crash 
impact and suffering 
with headaches, Sam was 
otherwise unscathed. 

Within a week, she was back 
in the classroom, though 
admits that the crash had 
dramatically changed how 
she felt about her job. “I knew 
I needed to get back to work 
and be a teacher again, but it 
didn’t feel the same anymore. 
Everything felt so wrong. I 
remember turning to one of 
my colleagues one day and 
saying ‘why am I here?’ and 
they said ‘because you’re a 
damn good teacher’, but my 
heart wasn’t in it.” 

The final straw came in 
yet another Ofsted meeting, 
Sam explains: “There was 


a woman ranting on about 
data, and I just thought ‘why 
am I wasting my life sat 
here?’ Then I collapsed.” 

It’s thought that Sam 
may have been suffering 
from post-traumatic stress 
disorder or simply job - 
related stress. Whatever the 
cause, she knew it was time 
to reassess her life. And the 
impending six-week summer 
break gave her plenty of time 
to mull over her plans. 

“I have always loved 
baking and when I was little 
my gran used to have this 
trolley of delights, which had 
the most amazing cakes on 
it; her shortbread caramel 
slice was amazing!” she 
smiles. “She always dreamed 
of being a baker but then 
the war came and she ended 
up, ironically, becoming a 
teacher, then an accountant. 
So I thought it would be 
lovely for me to achieve the 
dream for her.” 

Buoyed by her friends’ 
favourable reactions to her 
oven-baked goodies, Sam 
spent six weeks perfecting 
her vanilla frosting, and 
trying out various flavours of 
cupcakes and fairycakes on a 
team of willing tasters. 

And with husband Philip 
fully behind her sweet new 
venture, by October 2011, 
Fairy Cake Friends was in 
business. 

“Philip said he just wanted 
me to do something that 
made me happy. He says 
I’m a different person now; 
happier, more relaxed. I enjoy 
my new job so much,” she 
beams, looking every bit as 
relaxed as she maintains. 
“Basically, I’m back to the 
person I think he knew pre- 
education, if truthful.” 

Two years on Fairy Cake 
Friends is enjoying great 
success, due in large part to 
Facebook. “It’s amazing how 
much business I have got 
that way. I’ve also been really 
lucky to be able to stock 
my cakes locally at Chellies 


Beauty FX in Littleport, 
Haddenham Galleries, and 
they’ll be stocked at Little 
Downham shop, which I’m 
really excited about,” Sam 
enthuses. 

As well as baking 
fabulously festive mulled 
wine cupcakes, mince pie 
sponges and zesty lemon 
sprinkled treats, alongside 
some seriously challenging 
commissions (dartboard or 
replica theatre cake anyone?), 
there’s been something else 
cooking in the proverbial 
oven. Sam and Philip’s son 
Daniel was born on February 
4th. 

“Though I’d always told 
myself that the school 
children were enough for me, 
after the accident I realised 
that life was so short and that 
actually I would like a family. 

I can’t tell you how much 
we love being a mum and 
dad. Our family is everything 
now,” Sam beams. 

Christmas is a time for 
reflection, and having just 
spent their first Christmas 
together, the Wise family 
look back on that accident in 
2010, and are thankful for the 
changes it brought about. 

“It definitely made me 
reassess everything, it really 
did,” Sam reflects. “The fact 
I’m still here. People have 
died on that road; it has 
taken lives and I’m very lucky 
to still be here and walk away 
from it with nothing wrong. 
I’m very, very lucky and I’m 
glad it made me change 
everything. I’m so much 
happier now, I love what I’m 
doing and having Daniel 
has been a big part of that 
change.”

MANDELA: LONG WALK TO 
FREEDOM 

certificate 12A, 2h26m 


IT’S tempting to allow the profound 
sense of loss that greeted the death 
of Nelson Mandela on December 5, 

2013, to fog critical judgement of Justin 
Chadwick’s worthy biopic. 

Mandela: Long Walk To Freedom 
is reverential and respectful, adapted 
from Mandela's memoirs of the 
same name by Oscar-nominated 
screenwriter William Nicholson 
( Gladiator, Shadowlands). There is 
nothing here to desecrate the memory 
of the South African statesman, who 
was a lynchpin in the abolition of 
apartheid. 

Equally, Chadwick's gallop through 
52 years of turmoil doesn't delve 
into the minutiae of a flawed 
human being behind the myth. 

It's a handsomely crafted yet 
emotionally underwhelming skim- 
read of important historical footnotes. 
Mandela's 27-year incarceration, most 
of it on Robben Island, accounts for 
around 40 minutes of the earnest 
picture but feels considerably longer. 

The film opens in the Xhosa village of 
Mandela's youth with a slow-motion 
tribal ritual that ushers Nelson into 
manhood. 

We jump forward to 1942 
Johannesburg, where Mandela (Idris 
Elba) is an idealistic lawyer, whose 
eyes are gradually opened to the harsh 
reality of an unfair justice system. 


He weds nurse Evelyn Mase (Terry 
Pheto) and they raise a family but the 
marriage buckles under the strain of 
his increasing involvement with the 
African National Congress (ANC). 

They divorce in 1958 as Mandela 
and his ANC brothers stand trial for 
treason - the same year he meets, 
courts and marries social worker 
Winnie Madikizela (Naomie Harris), 
who passionately believes in his 
crusade. 

"If they want a war, we will 
give them a war," Nelson asserts, 
abandoning his pacifist leanings in the 
aftermath of the Sharpeville massacre 
in 1960, which results in the deaths of 
69 black protesters. 


The ANC begins a sabotage 
campaign, meeting violence with 
violence, and Nelson is sentenced 
to life in prison alongside fellow 
activists including Walter Sisulu (Tony 
Kgoroge), Ahmed Kathrada (Riaad 
Moosa), Raymond Mhlaba (Zolani 
Mkiva) and Andrew Mlangeni (Simo 
Mogwaza). 

Culminating in Mandela's release 
from prison and the 1994 elections, 
Long Walk To Freedom tips its hat to 
key facts we already knew. 

There is a heart-rending scene 
of Mandela receiving a telegram 
informing him of the death of his 
firstborn son Thembi in a car accident, 
and iconic scenes of a grey-haired 


Mandela and Winnie walking hand-in- 
hand out of Victor Verster prison. 

Elba is more physically imposing 
than his subject but he captures the 
cadences of Mandela's speech and 
delivers rousing calls to arms with 
aplomb. 

Harris is equally impressive as the 
woman who was wrenched away from 
her children and suffered physical and 
emotional abuse to break her spirit. 

The 146-minute running is both 
too brief to summarise Mandela's 
entire life and too long to sustain key 
episodes that Nicholson chooses as his 
narrative. 

We want less and more, and settle 
for something in between.

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Designs on 
a new garden 


IF YOU’VE had time over the festive season to 
leaf through those gardening book gifts, or to 
visit a public garden and walk off those Christmas 
excesses, you’ll hopefully be awash with 
innovative ideas on designs to replicate in your 
own garden in the new year. 

If you are redesigning an 
established garden, you can 
retain mature features, moving 
large shrubs and border plants 
to create an immediate effect. 

The proportion of plants and 
features to open space in the 
garden is all-important and 
the general rule is one-third 
planting to two-thirds space. 

You need that space to 
properly be able to see your 
garden and all its features. 

Yet the garden can consist of 
many elements. Even a small 
garden could incorporate a mixture of different 
aspects, from lawn and paving to gravel, water 
and pebbles. If you have a tiny garden, think 
about incorporating vertical planting, using 
climbers to bring colour and texture upwards, or 
make your garden seem larger with the use of 
mirrors. 

Vertical dimension will prevent an otherwise 


flat area from looking boring. In a large garden, 
for example, tall trees will take the eye upwards, 
while in a medium-sized garden pergolas, arches 
and arbours are useful devices. 

Consider using a few bold focal points to 
draw the eye across the garden at an angle, 

which can help to overcome 
the shortcomings of a really 
tiny space. Drawing the eye 
to focal points elsewhere can 
also detract attention from an 
unattractive object or area, 
rather than attempting to 
screen it. 

If your garden is big enough 
to incorporate beds and 
borders, make sure they aren't 
too narrow. Too many plants 
end up cramped between 
fences and lawn in boring, 
straight borders which do 
nothing for the plants or the view. Think about 
introducing interesting curves to your borders to 
give them a more fluid feel. 

The minimum width for a border should be 
around 1m (40in) and even with that, you'll 
be limited to dwarf shrubs and fairly small 
perennials. If your design includes three layers of 
planting in a bed, you'll need an area of at least

3m squared. 

You may think that planting the tallest plants at 
the back of the border and graduating until you 
have the smallest plants at the front is the best 
way to go, but there are certain plants you can 
use to break with tradition. 

Height in the foreground, as long as it doesn't 
block the line of vision, increases perspective and 
can make the garden seem longer. For this you 
can use wispy grasses such as Stipa gigantea, or 
perennials that produce light flower spikes such as 
Digitalis lutea, or see-through specimens such as 
Verbena bonariensis, which don't block the view 
of what's behind them. 

Long, narrow gardens can often be improved 
by dividing the area into several smaller sections, 
using hedges, low walls, raised beds or shrub 
borders that extend into the garden and prevent 
the eye being taken in a straight line to the end. 
Each area might incorporate a different theme, 


such as scent, water, herbs or flowers. 

Of course, before any project can start, 
consider the type of gardener you are. Do 
you want a low-maintenance plot, or one you 
can endlessly potter in? How much time will 
you realistically be able to spend each week 
maintaining that space? 

Draw up a plan either on a computer or with 
pencil and (preferably graph or squared) paper, 
to make an outline of the existing garden and its 
dimensions. Include existing features you want 
to keep and potential obstacles such as manhole 
covers which you'll need to work around. Mark 
the direction of the sun, where it falls at particular 
times of the day and any permanent shadow. 

Then put tracing paper over the original plan 
and sketch ideas of your own, experimenting 
with layout and plantings, bearing in mind what 
the vista will look like from the house, both 
downstairs and upstairs.
